is well knowne to the world. 


In all thoſe blgody maſTacres of France, and ter- 
rors of the civillwerres there, what one miſchiefe 
was ever conceived againſt the perſons of rhcir 
Kings,by any Proteftents, and who but Papifts durft 
lay hands onthe Lords Atnnoynted 2 Inthar fiery 
tryall in the dayes of Queene Mary, when the rages 
of Papifts made them more furious, thea' a Beare 
robbed of her Whelpes : What one Proteſtant flip- 
pedout of the circle of obedience , ro put herin 
ſuſpition of her life,yea it is well knowne, that the 
Proteſtants of Sffolke,advanced herto the Crowne 
though they were the firſt thar felt the effeR of her 
ingraritude. I9 all the troubles of Germany, and ex- 
ations upon the free Cities, how ſecurely did the 
Emperonrs goe en concerning their owne perſons, 
and when did you read ofa Pope flaine,butas they 
moyſoned oneanother. I will name bur ene thing 
in the Low-Countries , and that 1s the pride and 
cruelty ofthe Duke of Alva; ſo that if ever an ex- 
cuſe might have beene made for taking awaya Ty- 
rants life,it might here in ſome action or other, have 
received a juſtifiable forme,and yer Alva lived with- 
out touch and praiſed all manner of wickedneſſe 
without controule: whereas on the contrary fide in 
theſeConntries formerly meationed,there hath bin

Marke for Gods ſake, marke the ſecrets of good 
husbandry,he that means to till and manure a wod- 
dy ground,muſt leave no ſtumps within touch, left 
he break his plow in the labour, and ſee freſh-{cien- 
ces, 3s ſprigs to'ſprout up to choake rhe Corne : 
the beſt way isto ſtocke up roote and tinde, and
